never forwarded to the Ministry fur Transport and Cormmtmcaiioflf which, irresponsible tor 
allocating radio frequencies. Fonhermore, we were mfbnned by the Minister tor Transport 
and Communications on 21 December 1994 that a format awilcailon for the frequencies 
eouid not be made until w« had obteiued she necessary broadcasting license from the Minister 
of Inrbnnation. An agreement between the Rwandexs Oavtnmeat and , UNAMIR for 
obtaining i radio broadcasting license was only signed on 14 January J995.

0 On 8 November 1994 i Mote Verbaie was sent . to. the Ministry, of toformition 
iafocioiag them «f our intentMe to commooco periodic teat hfoedcajtUtt of **u i«dlv 
transmitter installed in Kigali pending the granting of a radio frequency from the, 
Government. Subsequently, a letter was received from the Acting Director of the Rwanda 
Office of Information on 18 November 1904 requcstieg UNAMIR lu UbwmUnuo to testing. 
UNAMIR compiled with this request immediately and no further test broadcasting has been 
conducted since this date.

g) UNAMIR ban never resisted giving wy specifications on Our traiuminutg equipment 
to the Government. We have observed all procedural and technical formalities in our efforts 
to comoiv with national rules and regulations. V/e have provided kit it* Urfnm*tii» 
requested from us and have eVen offered certain guarantees, sought on the part of the 
Government. These include Written assurances that we will not interfere with Radio 
Rwanda's hroMtauiftg operations. U order to allay key possible deubti. or suspicion*, wo 
have allowed Government rqireseotatJvet to inspect all our broadcasting and studioequipment 
in Kigali and have offered to do jthe same for all our other transmitter sites.
